“TRADE MARKS REGULATIONS. 


"(Specially Translated for’ the 
Shanghai Mevcury,) 


(Concluded from Monday.) 
’ Article XV1.—In case an applicant for regis- 
tration of a trade mark or owner of a trade 
mark does not. reside in China or resides in a 


distant place from the Bureau ‘of Registration 


he can appoint an agent to apply for registra- 
tion of his trade mark and other necessary 
steps to be taken in this connection. 

‘Anticle XVIL—Wheo an owner of a trade 
mark wishes to copy or read the registry of 
‘trade marks he may apply for the, same either 
at the Bureau of Registration or one of the 


-| branch offices and if he lives in a ‘distant place 


he may do so through his authorized agent. 

Article XVIIL—The Bureau of [ .egistration 
will publish a Trade Marks Gazette recording 
registered trade marks and all the. affai 
regarding registration or cancellation of trade 
marks, 

“Article X1X.—When an owner of trade mark 
thinks his exclusive right of using his registered 
trade mark has been infringed he may claim: 
for damages therefor, 

Article XX.—The procedure regarding. in- 
fringement of registered trade marks is as 
follows :— 

t—In cage the defendant isa foreigiter the 
local official: will inform the consul of the 
country to which the defendant belongs and 
will try the case jointly with the congul. 

2—In case the defendant isa Chinese sub: 
ject the consul will inform the local official and: 
will try the case jointly with the local official. ° 

3—Where both plaintiff and defendant are 
foreigners or are both Chinese the respective 
official concerned will try the case. 

Article XX1.—If any one violate the follow- 
ing items he will he punished with imprison- 
ment of less than one year or with fines of less 
than three hundred taels but the case will be 
instituted only after the injured person petitions 
against. 

1,— 4 ry one who intentionally uses aregister- 
ed trade mark of another person on the same 
kind or kinds of goods for which the trade 
mark isregistered or manufactures such a trade 
mark or sells goods with such a trade mark, 

2—-Any one who manufactures a registered 
trade mark owned by another person anduses the 
same for the kindor kinds of goods for which 
the trade mark is registered or any one who 
knowing the circumstances sells the goods with 
such atrade mark ar stores the same with the 
intention of selling them. 

3.—Any one who places a registered trade 
mark owned by another person on his sign- 
board.or inserts the same in his advertisement 
in dewspapers or magazines, 

4.—Any ane whoatises a vessel (such as a 
case, Jit, or tin) or de er which has an it a 
registered trade mark ed by another person 
for a kind or kinds of goods for which the trade 
mark is registered or any one who sells such 
goods in such a vessel or wrapper knowing the 
circumstances, 

5.—Any one who exports to a treaty port of 
China, such carga on which an infringed trade 
mark is used, knowing the circumstances.

— BAGLAND, FRANCE. AND 
GERMANY. 


Sir Charles Bruce, distinguished as an educa- 
tiorialist anda colonial governor, has sought the 
pages of the Empire Review in which to ven: 
tilate his views on the political relations of 
Great Britain with France and Germany. The 
official position he was + ow for many years held 
in territories which, though British possessions, 
were originally colonies of France, or are peo- 
graphically and otherwise closely connected’ 
with French colonies, to wit, Mauritius and 
British Guiana, has made the relations between 
Great Britain and France a subject of constant 
interest and occasional anxiety to him and-he 
writes feelingly upon the subject before us, He 
is in hope that the “entente” between France 
and England does not depend solely on com- 
mercial interests, but on a general community 
of principles in political and social life. The 
rapprochement promoted by Louis Philippe 
. never went beyond public demonstrations and 
professions of goodwill and sympathy. That 
promoted by Louis Napoleon led up to an 
offensive alliance, the most ‘substantial. grar- 
antee of sincerity that nations can mutually 
pledge ; but that guarantee terminated with thé 
close ofthe Crimea War. The recent rapproche- 
ment marked by the interchange of visits be- 
tween King Edward and President Loubet 
has resulted in the Agreements of October 14 
and April 8 last. Sir Charles regards these 
Agreements as marking a new departure in our 
diplomacy, a surrender of the policy of opposi- 
tion to the Colonial expansion of every coun- 
try but our own: a recognition of the great 
changes brought about by accomplished facts 
in the colonies, protectorates and spheres of 
influence of other nations, as well aS of the 
principles tpon which the territorial expansion 
of civilised nations is based. Lord Lansdowne, 
in his despatch to the British Ambassador in 
Paris, expressed the hope that Great Britain 
and France, in basing the composition of lang- 
standing difficulties upon mutual concessions 
and in the frank recognition of each others 
legitimate wants and aspirations may have 
afforded: a precedent which will contribute 
something to the maintenance of international 


: goodwill and the preservation of the general” 


peace, The Russian ambassador, expressing 
his satisfaction at the completion of the Anglo- 
French Agreement, declared that Russia could 
not but rejoice that her friends and allies in 
France were thus relieved from many embar- 
Tassments and made more completely masters 
of their actions, adding: ‘Is there not a pro- 
verb which says; ‘The friends of our friends 
are our friends)" * 

Our alliance with Japan at the present 
moment preverits us expecting too much in 
the direction of a rapprochement with Russia 
wherefore in his desire to promote goodwill 
and peace towards men all round Sir Charles 
suggests that we should turn our attention 


towards Germany. When the King and the 


Emperor have exchanged visits we may be in 
more amiable mood towards one another, At 
present Germany is suffering from a revulsinn 
of feeling against us and anything English is 
unwelcome. But the Imperial Chancellor is 
said to have viewed our convention with 


“France approvingly, declaring that it is in no 


way directed apainst other Powers, while it 
has removed causes of isritation which have 
not been without danger to the peace of the 
world, which it is the urgent desire of Ger- 
many to maintain. Germany, as Sir Charles 
Bruce poignantly remarks, is not blind to the 
position of isolation in which she finds herself, 
and whatever mistakes the German Press may 
have made in recem years, the question of 
the causes that have led up to the isolation 
‘of the Empire are now discussed with frank 
sincerity and calm. Germany’‘s isolated posi- 
tion is generally attributed to causes arising 
out of the Franco-German War, which sub- 
stituted for an agglomeration of feeble and in- 
significant States, an Imperial Power of the’ 
first consequence. The development of her 
trade and manufactures followed and she be- 
came a formidable competitor in the com- 
mercial world by colonial enterprise, by the 
creation of a powerful navy and—mercantile 
marine, by the imperial declaration that the 
future of Germany lay across the water, and by 
& general desire to have ‘a finger in every 
pie.” German aspirations are easy to under: 
stand, They are but natural, though they may 
run in conflict with our own, we must feel 
the Germans are wrong and we are right. 
Sir Charles Bruce appears to think that the 
time in which British imperialism resanted the 
extraEuropean territorial and commercial ox. 
pansion of Germany is gone by, that if the 
Anglo-French Agreements have any value they 
must be nécopted at proof that the policy of 
Great’ Britain’ now. admits and fayours the. 
expansion ‘of “other Powers on parallel lines, 
which: say be determined by negotiation and 
agreement, a procedire as open to Germany 
asto France! 

That deduction is logical enough, Theore 
tically we admit the rights of other nations fo 
turn theiy eyes across the seas, but we would 
much rather they djd not, And abov 
all we would prefer Germany not to. That 
fi the true position though it may not be 
frankly confessed. Germany does not desire 
our friendship—not at present at all events, 
With perfect frankness, observes Sir Charles 
Bruce, the German Press assigns as further 
grounds of friction with England, German 
sympathy with the Boers in the late war, 
‘Germany's’ action in China ‘and’ the Vene- 


J zuelan expedition; and the unjustifiable attacks 


on England and tho,.English, carried’. on 
by the German newspapers for a period of 
years, Ave thems sufficient reasons, sufficient 


justification for the exclusion of Germany from: 


friendly relations with England? May not si- 
milar discoyrtesies be. Jaid to the charge of 
France? Undoybtedly, ‘Bot the Frenchman 
is.quick to. forgiva and forget. He: is ready 
to kiss immediataly. ho has kicked, - But the 
German isnot, Henuyrseshis enmity and while 
the Frenchman merely cries for “revanche,” 
the Germon takes it. ‘StiJlif Germany cares for

The failure of two large ‘business firms of 
this city is the climax to conditions which have 
prevailed here for a year or more, says the 
Cab'enews. In almost every sphere of com- 
mercial life in the Philippines there has been 
app «rent for some time a depression which has 
increased instead of diminished as the months 
have passed, That a crash was inevitable has 
been generally accepted, those most familiar 
with the state of various business houses being 
surprised only that it has held off so long. 

Fostunately, there is not tikely to be any 
panic, as with most firms a policy of retrench- 
ment has lately been inaugurated, and the 
banks now doing business are known to he 
sound, ‘The situation is very promising now. 

The causes leading up to this state of affairs 
are ma ters of general knowledge. Prompted 
by the boom prevalent during the early days of 
Amer'can occupatiin many business houses 
start. d out on an inflated basis. Some of these 
were dependent largely on soldier trade, and

There is no more stirting story in (he annals 
of Indian frontier warfare than that of the cap- 
ture of Gyantse fort, held by 7,000 Tibetans, 
by a handful of British and Indian soldiers. 
The excitement of the long day culminated in 
the scaling of the breach in the walls of the 
jong by Lieut. Grant, 8th Gurkhas, followed by 
a mixed company of Gurkhas and Fusiliers, 
It was with bated breath that these heroic men 
climbed a cleft-in the rock in the face of a hail 
of fire and torrents of stones hurled on their 
heads by the frantic Tibetans, A stone struck 
Lieut. Grant and swept him off his feet, one 
thought to certain death below, but he re- 
covered himself wonderfully and was the first 
mat over the breach. As I .write at dusk 
the battle is not quite over and one still 
hears fitful bursts of musketry; but the 
jong is ours and it dominates the town 
below and the monastery beyond, The ac- 
tion really. commenced yesterday afternoon 
with a demonstration on the left tawards the 
monastery, the walls of which were immediately 
manned by the enemy, whose fire seriously 
wounded one sepoy, Then at midnight the 
troops began to mave out into postion, The 
plan of attack included three columas which 
were to rush the villages fringing the basement 
of the rock. The left column was able to enter 

the villages before sunrise, but such a heavy 
fire was directed an .the right and centre | 
columns that they were unable to make headway 
for-come hours.

on them whilst crossing the open plain, but 
only one man was hit owing to the extended 
formation they had adopted, Thereafter, took 
place the brilliant scaling feat above referred 
to, and by -usk the Fusiliers’ and.Gurkhas’ 
helmets and caps appeared on top of the high- 
est building in the jong shouting, but numbers 
of the enemy'still remain in the town, the
